Thomas Amis of Oglethorpe Co., Ga., owned a plantation 
of several thousand acres of land near Lexington. He was 
already married to his wife, Sarah Wynne, in the year 1816, 
as in that year she is mentioned as the wife of Thomas Amis 
in the will of her father, John Wynne, who mentions wife, 
Jane (2nd wife; m. 1805, widow of Nathan Childs), and issue: 
Keturah Apperson, George, Nancy Sims, Sally Amis, Lucy 
Stewart, children of dau. Polly Jones, dec’d. Will probated 
1820. In 1822, Thomas Amis gave exr. receipts in full in right 
of wife, formerly Sally Wynne, Jno. M. Sims for wife, Nancy; 
of Jno. A. Davis for Thos. Apperson of Ala.; of J. Stuart, of 
Billy Kerr in full in right of his wife, Nancy Jones; of Evan Hub- 
bard in part of legacy. (Records Wilkes Co., Ga.) 

The only living grandson (1941) of Thomas and Sarah Wynne 
Amis supplied the following record: 

From Mr. Robert T. Amis of California: ““There were three 
Amis brothers, John, Thomas, and Lewis. My grandfather, 
Thomas Amis, was descended from one of these. Two Amis 
brothers fought in the Revolutionary War, but John would not 
fight and changed his name to Friend. One brother was a cap- 
tain in the war and was wounded in the breast. A doctor not 
being near, he cut out the bullet himself. These are things I 
heard told in the family when I was a boy and may help to 
locate the right ones. Thomas Amis married a Miss Wynne in 
Virginia or Georgia, for my grandfather came from Westmore-

land. County, Virginia, to Georgia, where he became a well-to- 
do landowner, miller and ginner of East Georgia.”

Sarah Wynne Amis survived her husband and is mentioned 
in his will which was written in 1851 and probated in 1858. 

A daughter of Thomas Amis, Jr. (No. 1 above) was Alice 
Amis, who mar. Dr. Rayle of Lexington, Ga. Their son, Dr. 
Albert Rayle, was a soldier in France during World War I, when 
his mother died. He is on the staff of Grady Hospital, Atlanta, 
Ga. His mother owned Amis records, unobtainable. 

Mary Amis Brooks (No. 3 above) was born in 1810 and 
died in 1888. The family of Thos. Price Brooks also came from 
Westmoreland Co., Va. Mrs. Jos. Castleberry of Longview, Texas, 
is a descendant and engaged in research on this lineage. 

Nancy Aycock had one son, Joseph Aycock, adopted by uncle, 
Jos. Amis (who had no children) after death of Sr. Aycock.

William (No. 5) m. with sons: Thomas, m. Miss Pullen of 
La Grange, Ga., about year 1876; Frank, a Baptist minister, m. 
Miss Fannie Pittman of Corinth, Ga.; William, ran away to 
Texas. (William quarreled with his brothers over a pet pup and 
left home never to return: Later it was heard that he settled 
in Texas, where he married and reared a family.) 


Amanda (No. 6) died and her husband, a Martin, married 
Elizabeth Hogan, dau. of Wm. Hogan. Amanda left a son, 
Jno. Martin, lawyer in Merriweather Co. 


Lewis (No. 12) was born in Ga. on father’s plantation per- 
haps in year 1821, as he was 62 years old at death which occurred 
Feb. 3, 1883, at Ozark, Ark., where he had gone to invest in 
coal mines. Soon after his arrival there, during a severe blizzard 
he contracted pneumonia. Buried at school house 3 mi. north 
of Ozark. His wife was Mary Jane Dean, daughter of John Dean 
and wife, Mary (Scott) of near Athens, Clarke Co., Ga. Mary 
Dean Amis died in Ft. Smith, Ark., in May, 1888, and was 64 
years old, so was born about 1824, according to a granddaughter’s 
record.

Amis Data Supplied by Miss Leocadie H. Amiss of 
Louisiana: 

The etymology of the name is pure French being Amie, 
meaning Friend. The Amiss family are descendants of French 
Huguenots who were driven from France after the revocation 
of the Edict of Nantes by Louis XIV on account of the religious 
persecution, fleeing first to England then to this country seeking 
religious liberty and freedom. 

There were three brothers: Joseph, Thomas and Lewis—who 
obtained from King George II a grant for a large tract of land 
in North Carolina, where they originally settled; after, it further 
appeared, that two of them removed to Virginia and from 
whom sprang numerous branches in that state. When the 
trouble arose in regard to the war, the brothers thought it best

to change their name. Thomas called himself Amiss, one called 
himself Amie, and the other took the name Friend, and descend- 
ants of this brother live in North Carolina. 

Genealogy of the Amiss Family of Virginia: 

Thomas and Philip Amiss were brothers — they came to 
America with the English Army, deserted and joined the Con- 
tinental Army under Gen. Washington, served through the War 
and then settled in Westmoreland Co., Va., two miles from 
Gen. Washington’s residence. Thomas Amiss mar. Miss Hudson 


of Westmoreland Co., Va. Their children were: John, Thomas, 


Lewis, Gabriel, Phillip, Catherine, Elizabeth Frances, and Nancy 


Amiss and four infants who died. All other children married 
and reared families. Thomas Amiss, Sr. died in Culpepper Co., 
Va., at the age of 85 years. (Descendants of each are given ex- 
cept of Thomas, Jr., who is not mentioned again in record.)

The town of Amissville, Culpepper Co., Va., was laid out 
by my great grandfather, Thomas Amiss. My mother, Elizabeth 
Frances Amiss, dau. of Gabriel A., was born there and mar. 
Charles Spitzer in 1833. The Amiss family was of Scotch des- 
cent.

*“Matthew Bowman was born in Sumter District, South Caro- 
lina, in 1757. He was 47 years old when he disposed of his land 
and other property and with his wife and seven children moved 
to Bedford Co., Tenn., near where Shelbyville now stands, in 
1804. The first Methodist Society was organized by Mr. Bow- 
man and the primitive church was known as Bowman’s Chapel 
in honor of the founder. 


“Mr. Bowman had a taste for pioneering, so, after his church 
was embraced in a regular circuit at his solicitation, he moved 
down into Southwestern Mississippi, where he soon fitted up a 
comfortable home for his family near Centerville. In 1811, 
he organized another Methodist Mission in his community on 
the western boundary of Amite Co.; this chapel was named ‘Mid- 
way’ and became one of the great centers of Mississippi Meth- 
odism. 


“Mr. Bowman loved the work to which he felt that the Lord 
had called him and success everywhere attended his labors. He 
died in Miss. in 1827 at the age of 70 years. His last words 
were: ‘I find the Gospel the power of God, unto salvation.’ He 
was buried near his old homestead. 


‘James Bowman, son of Matthew Bowman, was born in Sumter 
Dist. S. Caro., May 10, 1798. He died in Washita Parish, La., 
Oct., 1876. He felt the divine call to preach after his father’s 
death.”

Jones—Pub. 1887 by Metho. Pub. Co., Nashville, Tenn.) 

Thornton Hardy Bowman, a son of James Bowman, wrote 
“Reminiscences of an Ex-Confederate Soldier’—Pub. Austin, 
Texas, 1904. To quote the opening pages: 

“James Bowman, son of Matthew Bowman of South Carolina, 
was my father. Caroline S. Bowman, dau. of George Dougherty 
of Miss. was my mother. My father’s family was English, and 
his forefathers came to America early in the 18th Century. 
Several of them fought with Marion. My mother’s family was 
Irish and descended from the great Methodist preacher of same 
name in South Carolina. 


“My father came to South Miss. before America’s second war 
with England. His brother, Ira, was with Jackson in the battle 
of New Orleans. In a large old-fashioned farm house in the 
beautiful Feliciana country in Southeast Louisiana, I was born 
nearly three score years ago. I cannot remember this beautiful 
Southern home among the magnolias and sweet-scented cape 
jasmines. 


“My father began life without great means, but by patient 
labor and strict economy he soon accumulated wealth. By a 
kind and fatherly care of his negroes, they increased and grew 
until it became necessary for him to broaden his fields. One 
summer morning, he rode away in quest of a new home. 

“Crossing the Mississippi River at Natchez, he penetrated the 
unbroken forests on the west side and purchased a large tract 
of land on the banks of the Tensas. Here amidst dense cane 
breaks and wild woods, where the ring of the axe had never 
been heard, he made a new home which he called ‘Alphenia’. To 
this place he soon removed: his family and slaves, and ere long 
had opened up and improved a fine plantation. My memory 
reverts to a free and happy boyhood. Pecans, walnuts, grapes 
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and muscadines grew everywhere in great profusion. Fish of 
all kinds, from the red-sided perch to the fifty-pound cat, 
abounded in the lakes and bayous. Squirrels, turkeys, deer, 
bear, and wildcat roamed the woods undisturbed. Lakes in winter 
were covered with ducks and geese. By the liberality of my 
father, I was provided with boat and fishing tackle, gun, and 
pony. About twelve little negro boys, too small to go to the 
fields, were my constant attendants and playmates. When we 
were successful at hunting or fishing, we divided when we 
reached home, one-half going to the quarters. When we got but 
little game, I invited my dusky comrades to dine with me at 
the ‘big house’. I had the good fortune to be the pet of old 
Aunt Mary, the cook, and it was easy to get her to give me 
large pans full of bread, meat, cakes and pies, to carry out 
to the ‘well house’ for my little friends. More than once the 
old colored Aunty would go into the dairy near by and hand 
us out milk by the crock. 


“T loved these black friends and they loved me; yes, they 
would have died for me. Is it any wonder then that kindly 
feelings which have had so much to interrupt them still exist 
between the old master and his former slaves? 


“So much has been said and written of the unkind and even 
brutal treatment of the negroes that it may be of interest to tell 
something of life on the old plantation. They of course had to 
work, and many of them to work hard, but not so hard as many 
white laborers in the North. The negroes were reared to work, 
were well able to do manual labor, and were happy at their work. 
Their voices often rang out on the morning air in delightful 
melody as these contented servants went and returned from 
the fields. They were well fed on good wholesome food. It 
was the master’s interest so to do. I remember how the dinner 
buckets, well filled with bread and bacon, hominy and potatoes, 
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were sent out to the fields by the water cart. Molasses, milk, 
and vegetables were freely furnished. Their suppers and Sun- 
day meals were cooked in their quarters. Clothing of good © 
quality and in sufficient quantity was furnished, but on many 
plantations they seemed not to be required to keep themselves 
clean. On my father’s place, every one of them must wash on 
Saturday evening and they were required to come out clean and 
tidy on Sunday morning. 


“Their houses in the large slave belts were two-room frame 
cottages with gallery and brick chimney. They have often 
told me that they preferred the old log cabins with mud chim- 
neys, which had been torn down to give place to the new 
quarters. Most of them had what they called ‘a patch’, on 
which they could grow what they pleased. From these patches 
and from their chickens they received small cash sums for extra 
wants. They were well cared for when sick. On many plan- 
tations the physician was paid an annual salary. 


“Preaching was had for them very frequently on Sunday 
evenings by the Methodist Circuit rider, old ‘Daddy Billy’, con- 
cluding with powerful exhortations and brimful of negro elo- 
quence. When the time of separation came during the war, 
I saw old Daddy Billy, his eyes streaming with tears, throw his 
arms around my father’s neck. 

“James Bowman had determined upon a thorough education 
for his children and spared no expense to further his purpose. 
His brother, Ira Bowman, was one of the first trustees and 
organizers of Centenary College, so some of James Bowman’s 
children were sent to old Centenary. (An enlarged picture of 
Ira Bowman is in the foyer of Centenary College.) 

“But many schools and colleges had gone down in the common 
wreck. Quite a number of young men from Louisiana and 
Mississippi determined to complete their educations in France. 
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Thos. Hardy Bowman was one of these. He had been a soldier 
in the war, in Co. A, W. Adam’s Reg’t. of Miss. Cavalry in the 
Army of Tenn., in the retreat to Corinth under Albert Sydney 
Johnson, at Iuka, Shiloh, with Forest attacking Sherman’s di- 
vision on the retreat from Shiloh, and down Britain’s lane in 
Tennessee, where he fell beneath his horse almost in touch of his 
heroic companions lying dead at the cannon’s mouth. T. H. 
Bowman was made a prisoner, exchanged, promoted in rank, but 
his horse’s fall resulted in the entire disuse of his right leg, 
forcing retirement from the army in 1864.” 

On August 15, 1865, the young men of the South seeking 
education in France, sailed from New Orleans for Liverpool on 
a sailing vessel with a cargo of cotton. The passengers were 
almost invalids and the longer voyage with sea air was hoped 
to bring restoration of health. This proved to be the case. 

In France at the Lycee Imperial, the twelve American boys 
made good use of the French they had learned in Louisiana and 
made fine progress in their studies and were immensely popular. 

Quoting T. H. Bowman further: “After a pleasant voyage 
home by the steamer ‘Florida’, we reached New Orleans in 
August, 1866. Soon I entered the office of Judge James Fuqua 
at Baton Rouge as a law student, but my father’s fortune was 
gone and he was no longer able to defray my expenses, so I 
gave up my studies and secured a school among a highly cul- 
tivated people in Prairie Mer Rouge, La. They seemed to 
greatly appreciate my labors and this was more to me than 
salary. 

“While thus engaged, my half-brothers, Charles Ira and 
Matthew James, and my half-sister, Mrs. Amanda Hall, moved 
to Texas. I had long wanted to come to Texas, to this great 
growing State where industry gave promise of reward and 
where faithful performance of duty might expect promotion. I 
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remember when as a boy sitting on the knee of my grandfather, 
Geo. Dougherty, who sleeps today on the west bank of the 
Sabine, I loved to hear him tell of the early days of Texas, of 
how Houston fought, how Bowie died, and how Fannin was 
murdered. After a farewell to my dear old father, my kind 
step-mother, my brother Edwin and sister Katie, I moved to 
Belton, Texas. There my nephew, W. E. Hall, had been given 
employment in the office of W. J. Long, the open-handed, big- 
hearted Sheriff. Subsequently, W. E. Hall became Sheriff and 
Tax Collector of Bell County. 


“By the help of my new friends, I secured a school. 


“In my memory looms up not Belton, the bustling city of. 
today, but old Belton of 1871. It was an old town then for 
Texas. Bold and adventurous men had years before braved the 
dangers of frontier life and started a beautiful town among the 
live oaks on the banks of the Nolan. 


“T am glad I came to Belton. Glad that dear old Dr. Hud- 
son stopped my brothers en route to San Saba. And I was 
sorry to leave Belton where I had found friends, employment, 
and a new lease of life after being broken in health and in for- 
tune. 


“In January, 1874, I accepted a clerkship in.the Department 
of State at Austin, Texas. It was George Clark, afterwards 
Secretary of State, Attorney General and Judge of the Court 
of Appeals, now the distinguished jurist and statesman with 
no superiors, who gave me the start when needed. 

“For several years with promotions I continued in my place 
until Governor Roberts’ second election, when I was appointed 
Secretary of State. 

“Oran M. Roberts’ opinions, which as he used to say, were 
‘based on common sense,’ were recognized as good law from 
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Maine to California. The keynote of his administration was 
‘pay as you go. 

“While I was in office, the old Capitol burned. A new clerk 
in one of the offices, mistaking a hole through a partition wall 
for a flue, put up a stove, ran his pipe into a room filled with 
session acts, court reports, etc. The employees of the Capitol 
were nearly all out to dinner. The alarm of fire made after 
some delay brought the fire department, but vain were their 
efforts to save the building. The clerks from all the depart- 
ments, with the aid of citizens, succeeded after dangerous work 
in saving the records and papers of the various offices. The old 
building was a blackened ruin. 

“Steps were immediately taken for the erection of a tem- 
porary Capitol. Then it was that Gov. Roberts conceived the 
idea of the great granite structure which might be erected and 
paid for in lands which were on the market at fifty cents per 
acre and being given away as a bonus to railroads. That it 
was carried out successfully and grandly by Gov. Roberts’ 
successors we all are proud, but the fact remains that great 
credit is due to this distinguished East Texas statesman.” 

When Gov. John Ireland took office, T. H. Bowman made no 
application to remain longer. Having purchased a large tract 
of land in West Texas, he tried ranching and was twice elected 
County Judge and County Attorney of Howard-Glasscock- 
Dawson counties and indorsed for Congress by the Thirteenth 
District in Democratic Convention. 

In later years, under Gov. Sayers, T. H. Bowman was made 
Superintendent of the State Orphans Home.

Matthew James Bowman with his brother, Chas. Ira and 
nephew, Wm. Ely Hall, came to Belton, Texas, in the year 
1871. Matthew James soon bought land near Belton on the 
Leon River and a home in the town. 

He had charge of the Tax Assessor and Collector’s Department 
for Bell County for many years, until he resigned due to ill 
health. 


Matt. Jas. Bowman graduated from Centenary College, La., 
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with his 1st cousin, Chas. W. Carter, in the class of 1855, 
when it was situated at Jackson, La. While in college, he became 
a member of a social organization known as the Mystic Seven, 
which flourished at Centenary 1849-1860. In 1890 the surviv- 
ing temples of the organization formed a union with the Beta 
Theta Pi college fraternity, according to an editor of Beta, Mr. 
Carl Fischer, who in 1936 was attempting to bring the Cen- 
tenary roll to date for historical background of the organization. 


“Uncle Matt” was always a leader in religious matters, a 
Steward in the Methodist Church, interested in all civic and 
educational enterprises, revered and loved by all who knew him. 
He followed closely in the footsteps of his father, James Bow- 
man, to whom a memorial window was lovingly dedicated in a 
Washington, D. C., M. E. Church, South, by his daughter, Mrs. 
Frank Whited (Katie Bowman) of Shreveport, La. 


Mr. Wm. Ely Hall of Temple, Texas, kindly furnished records 
from the Bible of his mother, Mrs. Amanda Louise (Bowman) 
Hall. (Further data was added to this record.) 

I. Matthew Bowman, born Sumter Dist., S. C., in 1757; d. 
in E. Feliciana Parish, La., near Clinton in 1827. In 1804 he 
moved with his wife and seven children to Bedford Co., Tenn., 
and in 1811 moved to Amite Co., Miss. Four of his children 
were: Ira, James, Betsy, and Matthew Bowman, all of whom lived 
in East Feliciana Parish, La., until 1846, near Clinton. 

In 1846, Ira and his brother, James Bowman, moved to Tensas 
Parish and settled on Tensas River, Oakdale Plantation and 
Alphenia Plantations adjoining. Matthew Bowman with his 
sister, Betsy, moved later to Morehouse Parish, La. 

II. Ira Bowman married three times. First wife was a DuBose, 
had two children, Robert and Eliza Bowman, twins. Robert was 
a lawyer. Died at Alexandria, La. Eliza mar. a Baynard and 
had one son, Lud Baynard, of Alexandria. His son, L. B. Baynard, 
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State Auditor at Baton Rouge, La. Ira Bowman’s second wife 
was a Riley and had one son from this mar., M. Riley Bowman, a 
graduate of Centenary College, also a lawyer. His plantation 
joined Oakdale on the east. Ira Bowman’s third wife was Mary 
E. Richardson, dau. of Col. John G. Richardson. She was edu- 
cated at Elizabeth Academy in the old Town of Washington, 
Adams Co., Miss.

The Bowman family always looked upon Grandpa James Bow- 
man as a patriarch and they always took his advice. 

In the spring of 1863 (during the Confederate War) the Union 
soldiers had passed Vicksburg with gunboats. To save the 
negroes, all the Bowman clan got their teams and negroes to- 
gether and made a start for Texas. There were about 100 ve- 
hicles and 400 negroes in the caravan. There were many ox 
teams and the trail was slow. When we reached De Soto Parish, 
they bought the old Wilder place about eight miles from Mans- 
field. The family maintained all the negroes from this farm— 
fed, clothed and shod them, had a tannery and made shoes. 

We moved back to Tensas in 1865, going as we went by 
teams. The negroes though free wanted to go home. 

Later on, Gr.-Uncle Matt and his family moved from More- 
house Parish to San Saba, Texas. 


In the old journals of Bishop Asbury as he described his travels 
to first Methodist Conferences along the eastern seaboard, he 
refers to the Bowmans as a haven for rest. From 1791 until 
1804 he mentions these stops, until Matthew B. moved from 
S. Car. to Tenn. In Miss. in 1817, Bishop McKendree came 
west to the Bowmans while he held the first Methodist Con- 
ference in Miss. Ty. (Hist. of Meth. in Miss.) 

In the first U. S. Census made in 1790, in state of S. Car. 
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Matthew Bowman is given, and listed with him are James, 
Samuel, Robert, and John Bowman of same locality. Camden 
Dist., Clarendon Co., formerly in Sumter Dist. 


Also a Mrs. Drose is listed in Charleston Dist., Dorchester 
Co., S. C., in 1790 Census.

Charles Ira Bowman moved to Belton, Texas, in 1871 with 
his brother, Matthew James Bowman, his nephew, Wm. E. Hall,

vested in a large tract of rich farmland near Belton, established 
several enterprising businesses in the next few years in Belton, 
where he built a large and comfortable home. In 1873, he was 
one of the stockholders of a company that secured the telegraph 
for Belton (Tyler’s Hist. of Bell Co., Texas): At all times he 
was interested in civic, religious, and educational matters and 
was regarded as one of the town’s foremost citizens. 


“Mrs. Amanda Louise (Bowman) Hall was born in Clinton, 
East Feliciana Parish, La., Mar. 29, 1831. She died in Temple, 
Texas, Dec. 24, 1911, from pneumonia. 

“Mrs. Hall was the daughter of Rev. James Bowman and Sarah 
Martin Carter and the granddaughter of the faithful old pioneer 


. Methodist preacher, Rev. Matthew Bowman. All her life she 


was a member of the Methodist Church. 

“On Dec. 18, 1850, she was mar. to Thos. C. Hall of Tensas 
Parish, La. They had three children: W. E. Hall, J. B. Hall, and 
Lucy Charlton Hall (Mrs. F. T. Rather). 

“Mrs. Hall was indeed a beautiful Christian. She belonged to 
the ‘Old South’, was a Southern Lady, and imbued with those 
refined and elegant characteristics that made the womanhood of 
before and during the Civil War the most famous upon the 
earth.” Mrs. Hall was a very beautiful woman with a serene 
dignity and grace of manner. Combined with deep wisdom was 
her sweetness of spirit. 

The daughter of Mrs. Amanda L. Hall and Thos. C. Hall, Mrs. 
Lucy Hall Rather, was born in Louisiana, April 19, 1857, married 
Frank Taylor Rather in Belton, Texas, June 25, 1883. She died 
in San Antonio, Texas, June 5, 1921. 

Mr. William Ely Hall was a son of Mrs. Amanda and Thos. C. 
Hall of Tensas Parish, La. He was born Oct. 5, 1851, and, 
hearty and well, wise and witty, celebrated his ninety-first birth- 
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day in Oct., 1942. He came to Belton, Texas, in 1871 with 
kinsmen; previous to that time he had completed business studies 
at Soule’s Business College in New Orleans, La. In Belton, the 
position he secured under Sheriff W. J. Long served him well to 
acquire experience to fill later the office of Sheriff and Tax Col- 
lector of Bell County. 


W. E. Hall was not a large man, but he was known as a 
fearless one, and it was said of him that “he always got what 
he went after’—most often by peaceful means. He rode a large 
white horse, was known far and wide and deeply respected. It 
has been told that often it devolved upon him to carry alone 
large sums of money from the Bell County Gov’t. to Austin, 
the State Capital. Upon one occasion, $50,000 was slung over 
his saddle in a sack atop the white horse. 


About 1894, Mr. Wm. E. Hall, Mr. Joe Zack Miller, and the 
latter’s son, J. Z. Miller, Jr., opened a private bank in Temple, 
“Miller, Hall, and Co.” In 1898, this bank was merged with 
the Temple National Bank, organized in 1887, and the owner- 
ship changed. Mr. Geo. C. Pendleton became President with 
W. E. Hall, his brother-in-law, Cashier. In late years, the firm 
of Hall and Hall, Loans and Investments, has engaged the atten- 
tion of Mr. Hall with his son, Thos. Charlton Hall. 

-To his family, both close and remote, W. E. Hall has ever 

proven to be a loyal adviser and friend, one to trust and one to 
love. — 
Mrs. Catherine Bowman Gordon Whited, daughter of James 
Bowman and S. Caroline Dougherty, was born January 13, 1852, 
Alphenia Plantation, Tensas Parish, Louisiana. An infant at the 
time of her mother’s death, she was largely reared by a devoted 
step-mother, Mrs. Louisa Truman Bowman. 

Catherine Bowman became a vivacious, charming girl, petite 
and dainty, known for her lovable personality. When very young, 
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she married Mr. William Gordon and several years after his 
death, Mr. Frank Thayer Whited. Mr. Whited was a very hand- 
some man of much personal distinction noted for his business 
acumen, especially in the lumber industry. 


Mrs. Catherine B. Whited shared the same high ideals of life 
and conduct as typified by all of the children of James Bowman, 
the father. To James Bowman, a memorial window was lovingly 
dedicated in a Washington, Dist. of Columbia, M. E. Church, 
South, by Mrs. F. T. Whited of Shreveport, Louisiana. 


Uncle Billy 


‘““A minister, about the same age of his master, and more a 
friend than slave, and after the straightest sect he lived the 
blameless life of a Methodist, dignified but not austere; he was 
treated by his master and his master’s children with the respect 
due to his noble virtues. 

“In 1850, his master’s family was stricken with a fatal epidemic, 
by which he lost four members of his family, among whom was 
his wife and a daughter of 16 years and two younger children. 
When the last hour came, the daughter requested that Uncle 
Billy should be sent for. He came, bringing with him that faith 
that reaches out its hand and steadies the staggering footsteps 
of departing life, and at the bedside of his dying child, the master 
knelt by the side of his faithful slave, who prayed as only those 
who pray in the chamber where the good man meets his fate and 
stoops to hear even the whisperings of the silent prayer. 

“In spite of philosophy, there is something in that chamber be- 
yond the walks of common life and priceless; death robbed of 
all his terrors and his frowns changed to smiles of triumph. 

“The fears of the timid girl were calmed with a calmness that 
a philosopher might envy, and closed her little life in the twilight 
dawn of heaven. 
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“In a few days the mother followed, and at her request, Uncle 
Billy was sent for and again at the bedside, the master knelt by 
the side of his faithful slave in the chamber where the good man 
meets his fate. 

“In 1863 a telegram came from Natchez that Hardie, his Mas- 
ter’s son in Forrest’s Cavalry, was dead. The broken-hearted 
father sought Uncle Billy and told him the sad news. To his 
surprise, Uncle Billy in cold indifference replied: ‘No Sir, he 
is not dead.’ The father repeated the telegram from Natchez, 
Uncle Billy, still unmoved, again answered: ‘No Sir, he is not 
dead.” The father in amazement asked: ‘Why, Billy, why do 
you say so?’ Billy answered: ‘Because I have been praying for 
Mars. Hardie ever since he went to de war and if he was dead 
de Lord would let me know it.’ The father left Uncle Billy with 
his burden of sorrow, trusting the telegram a thousand times 
more than the assurance of Uncle Billy. Before a week passed 
another telegram came. Hardie was not dead, but a prisoner. 
The father again sought Uncle Billy to tell him the joyful news. 
Uncle Billy was again unmoved and showed not the least surprise, 
but as if wounded by his master’s unbelief, coldly replied: ‘I 
told you so.’

“THE TENTH OF MAY” 


The tenth of May is held as almost sacred by the family of 
the late Rev. James Bowman, in commemoration of his birth. It 
was ever celebrated while he lived. 

It was a family custom for years for each member of the family 
to meet at his home and vie, as it were, with each other in 
manifestations of love and reverence for him. None but those 
who have reverenced a sainted father can tell of the happiness 
of those reunions, the hearty, cordial welcomes of love with 
which each one was met at the threshold when the tear drop 
bedewed every cheek, from the firm man to the youngest child. 
The first act, after welcome was over, was the assembling of all 
around the family altar, Elkanah-like, to make offering and a 
fresh dedication of all his family to Almighty God, offer thanks 
for all His blessings in the past, and ask a continuance of His 
guidance in the future. 

Then came the little tokens of love, as one by one, com- 
mencing at the oldest, they deposited their offerings at his feet. 
What emotions of surprise, love and joy beamed from his eye, 
and how his countenance was lighted with happiness! Then came 
the festive board, around which all gathered to partake of the 
fatted lamb which was always prepared for the occasion, and 
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social converse, with a few words of counsel and advice from 
his well-matured mind filled the remainder of the day. 

But alas! the sadness at parting when the hour came to go. 
Well do we remember, as one by one the last farewell was said, 
and how each eye was strained to catch the last glimpse of his 
noble form as he stood waving a last adieu! With what anxiety 
we always looked forward! For already bent under the weight 
of years, his furrowed cheek, his hoary locks and tottering steps, 
with his three-score years and ten, all told that not many more 
occasions such as these would be afforded us. Yet we hoped and © 
prayed: “Spare him, if it be Thy will, O God!”

“In year 1649, before Col. John Carter arrived, a cousin (or 
bro.), Capt. Thomas Carter, arrived in Lancaster Co., Va., flee- 
ing (as did Col. John Carter) from Cromwell as both were 
Royalists and fighting the lost Stewart cause.” From Armstrong’s 
Va. Families, Vol. II. 

From “History of Caroline Co., Va.”—Wingfield: 

Thomas Carter I of Lancaster had John, the first Carter to 
settle in Caroline Co. John mar. Noy. 21, 1698, Frances Ball, 
dau. of Col. Jos. Ball and sister of Mary Ball, mother of Wash- 
ington. They settled in Caroline 1727; she died the next year. 
John Carter mar. 2nd, Miss Payne, had daughters; mar. 3rd, 
Margaret Todd, dau. of Wm. Todd of Gloucester Co.

John Carter II of ‘““Nomini Hall” born 1715 in King and Queen 
Co., Va., which after 1727 became Caroline Co., was a Captain 
in the Revolution. He mar. Ist, Eliz. Armistead, b. 1716, and 
had William, John III, Robert, Mrs. Hillman, Mrs. Nancy Carter 
Bayliss, Mrs. Marshall, and Mrs. Sarah Sutton. William Carter, 
son of John I, named for grandfather, William Todd, settled on 
family estate in Caroline, name on old order books of Caroline in 
1745-1770. William Carter left descendants in Caroline. 

John Carter of ““Nomini Hall” inherited ““North Wales”, an 
estate of nearly 10,000 acres lying along Pamunkey and North 
Anna Rivers on southern border of Caroline. This land had 
been granted to one of his ancestors sometime before by the 
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British Crown and the estate remained in possession of the Carter 
family for nearly 200 years, passing into other hands in 1896. 
The original manor house, a very imposing structure of early 
Colonial type, was burned many years ago but number of houses 
of the “quarters” and overseer’s house still standing. The Carters 
of North Wales were connected with the Todd, Chew, Bell, 
Sutton, Chapman, Lewis, Pendleton, Taylor, and Lee families. 
It is said that Gen. Lee visited North Wales shortly before his 
death.

o., Wa., was thought to be a brother or cousin of Col. John 
a of same county and parish.

The said Thomas S. Carter was the son of Thomas A. Carter, 
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b. 1750, d. 1809, and his first wife died 1791, married 1774, 
and the said Thos. A. Carter is the ancestor who assisted in 
establishing American independence. While acting in the ca- 
pacity of Private ancestor service, Thomas A. Carter served his 
country as a soldier of the Revo. He was a resident of Virginia, 
known as “The Neck” consisting of land situated between the 
Rappahannock and Potomac Rivers. He is said to be a near 
kinsman of “King” Carter, a noted citizen of the “Neck”. He 
and a brother came to Ga. with many Virginians to take up 
land grants (probably Mead’s Rights Movement). (In Ga. 
Records, he gave land in 1779 for M. E. Church.) It is re- 
corded in a record of land grants that this land draw was situated 
North of Elberton on Beaverdam Creek. (During the Revo. 
period Elberton was known as Wilkes Co. Elbert Co. was taken 
from Wilkes in 1790.) There is a stream known as Carters 
Creek. Elizabeth Carter, his second wife, drew land grant also 
as a widow of a Revo. soldier. At the time Thomas Carter came 
to Ga. he was married and probably 4 children were born. Do 
not know maiden name of his first wife, possibly it was Farish, 
as that name is frequently used as a given name by his children 
for their children. Thomas A. Carter and a number of his 
descendants are buried at the old family graveyard near his old 
home. (His grave is marked by the DAR.) 

In Elbert Co. a part of the original house is still standing and 
used as a residence. Certificate from Ordinary of Elbert Co., 
Ga.; “Thomas A. Carter drew land grant in Elbert Co., Ga. In 
Capt. Higginbotham’s Co.” It is recorded in an old book of land 
grants, but no dates given. Elizabeth Carter drew land grant in 
Bell’s District, as a widow of Thos. A. Carter, Revo. soldier. 


Thomas A. Carter is named as one of the original settlers of Elbert 
Co., Ga., Ref. “Landmarks, Memorials, and Legends” by Lucian

A Tribute to Dr. Thomas Carter 
By CostEN J. HARRELL 
(Delivered on the occasion of Dr. Carter’s funeral, May 10, 1934, 
Neely Chapel, Vanderbilt University.) 


On an occasion like this, one cannot speak of an old teacher 
except with deepest emotion. In the strange unfolding of life 
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and the formation of character, the contribution of one’s teachers 
is second only to parental influences, and every discerning man 
soon learns to revere them as his spiritual fathers. Their work 
is divine in its nature. As in the ancient story of creation, the 
Spirit of God moved upon the face of the waters and brought 
light out of darkness and order out of chaos, so does the spirit 
of a worthy teacher move upon the mind of youth. To illumine, 
to inspire, to lead—this is his work. Blessed is the man who 
is called to such a task. Blessed is the community that possesses 
such a man. 

During my student days on this campus, I sat at the feet 
of Dr. Thomas Carter. The recollections of this friend and 
Christian gentleman have remained with me through the inter- 
vening years, and the influences of his vigorous mind and noble 
spirit have been my spiritual possession. It is not inappropriate 
that on a day like this an old student should speak briefly of 
his teacher’s gifts and virtues. I speak not for myself only, 
but for hundreds of students scattered over the Southland and 
beyond. A teacher’s richest reward is to be honored and loved 
by those who have sat under his tutelage. By this standard of 
measurement, Dr. Carter is a rich man. I speak also for this 
company of friends and associates who through the years have 
admired and loved him and now have assembled to do him 
honor. 

Dr. Thomas Carter was a man of brilliant mind. Those of 
us who were privileged to sit in his classroom often wondered 
at his mental resilience. The Greek tongue was his chosen field, 
but his interests were as wide and diversified as human life. He 
labored in this institution during the years when a great trans- 
formation was being made in religious thought. Yet so skillfully 
did he lead us across the great divide that separates the old day 
from the new that in the passage we lost naught of our faith in 
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God or hope for man. I know no greater tribute that could be 
paid a great teacher of religion. 

Some scholars are mere theorists. But here is one who lived 
in the open world and was a fearless advocate of right. He 
spoke on all occasions with prophetic fervor against pious shams 
and intrenched wrong. There was in him none of the coward’s 
spirit of compromise. This knightly man stood foursquare to 
every wind that blows, and he took the storm and sunshine with 
a cheer. His devotion was eloquent, his enthusiasm contagious. 

Through the stalwart character of this our friend ran a 
gentle strain. His life was like strong words to sweetest music 
set. When shall we find a heart more loyal and understanding? 
Dr. Carter was much more than a university professor. He 
was a friend of man. His friendliness radiated in his classroom. 
His sympathy and gentle banter were the delight of all who 
knew him. And, if you and I should delve into the secret of his 
life and why strength and gentleness were so fitly joined in him, 
we would discover that he believed in the eternal God and that 
he lived by faith, in spiritual union with Jesus Christ. Therefore 
he 

Never doubted clouds would break, 

Never dreamed, though right were worsted, wrong would 

triumph 

Held we fall to rise, are baffled to fight better, 

Sleep to wake.

Dr. Thomas Carter 
A pall of deep sorrow was cast upon the University com- 
munity and on a wider circle of devoted friends by the sudden 
death on May 8 of Dr. Thomas Carter, professor in Vanderbilt 
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University. Educated in Vanderbilt and Tulane, he had been 


later called to teach in Vanderbilt, and for 32 years as Profes- 


sor of New Testament Language and Literature, Dr. Carter had 
made a notable record as a teacher. Those who had the privilege 
of being in his classes bear universal tribute to his uniqueness and 
personal helpfulness as a teacher. An able preacher, he was 
popular in the churches of the city, serving at different times 
several of these churches as supply pastor. In recent years Dr. 
Carter has done much teaching in the Pastors’ Schools and 
other schools of the Board of Missions and Board of Christian 
Education. In these schools his classes were always crowded. 
A great mixer, wonderful story-teller, he was found outside of 
his classes continually surrounded by a group of ardent and 
fascinated listeners and friends. 

The funeral service of Dr. Carter was conducted in the Neely 
Auditorium on the Vanderbilt campus, Dr. Costen J. Harrell, 
his pastor, and Dr. George B. Winton, Dean of the School of 
Religion, conducting the service, and interment was made in 
Mount Olivet Cemetery. 


“Noted Methodist Minister is Dead.” Shreveport, 
Jan. 23, 1941. 

Rev. Briscoe Carter, 75, Methodist pastor at Mooringsport, 
and one of the best known Methodist ministers of La. died at a 
local sanitarium Thursday following an operation he underwent 
ten days ago. Funeral rites will be held at 11 a. m., Friday, 
with interment following at 2 p. m. at Ruston. Rev. F. M. 
Freeman, pastor of Noel Memorial Methodist Church of Shreve- 
port, will officiate. 

He was for many years presiding elder serving the Shreveport

Franklin, Leesville, Minden, Mansfield, Ponchatoula, New Iberia, 
Winnsboro and other places. For four years he was field secre- 
tary of the Conference Educational Endowment Fund. 

He was a member of the legal conference which controls the 
physical assets of the Louisiana Methodist Conference, was a 
member of the Methodist orphanage board; was a member of 
the Board of Trustees of Centenary College, being one of those 
largely responsible for its removal from Jackson to Shreveport.

Boatner moved from South Carolina on the Saluda River to La.

Thomas Paul—Feb. 26, 1778—facsimile writing of ancient 
records of Kilwinning, Cross Lodge of Masons—Feb. 25, 1778— 
“The petition of Thomas Paul was received and he was accord- 
ingly initiated in the usual form.” (Author’s note—Thomas 
Paul mentioned in the foregoing extract from the ancient min- 
utes was a brother of John Paul, who took the name Jones and 
became famous as Commander in the American Navy in the 
Revolution. ) 

From ‘Letters of John Paul Jones” (Compiled under Direction 
of U. S. Congress) : 

John Paul Jones born at Arbigland, Scotland, July 6, 1747. 
In 1759—apprenticed. Went to sea on Friendship—visited his 
brother, William Paul, in Virginia. In 1771, visited family in 
Scotland for last time. In 1773, in Va. assumed name of Jones 
in N. C. from name of host, Willie Jones. In 1774, John’s 
brother, William Paul, died, buried Fredericksburg, Va. John 
Paul administrator of will. In 1775, requested Naval Ap. of 
Thos. Jefferson and others. In 1775, Jones ap. first of 1st Lieuts. 
in Continental Navy by Congress; in 1776, Captain’s Commis- 
sion. In April, 1777, he met LaFayette in Alexandria, Va. In 
1778, Jones given “unlimited orders’—Jones summoned to 
audience with King who gave Jones “Duras” to be manned by 
him, name changed to Bonhomme Richard. In 1779, informed 
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LaFayette to command Jones’ expedition. In 1781, elected by 
Congress to Com. U. S. America. Admiral rank proposed. Dec., 
1781—Farewell letter from LaFayette to Jones. In 1782, joined 
French fleet to West Indies. In 1784, prepared to return to 
America with LaFayette. In 1788, rank of Maj. Gen. offered 
Jones by Russia—met Catherine II. (Brilliant work in Russia.) 
In 1791, wrote LaFayette he is to be presented to Louis XVI as 
a Russian Admiral. In 1792, toasted in Paris as “coming Admiral 
of France”. On July 18, 1792, Admiral John Paul Jones died 
in Paris. In 1905, body to America under Roosevelt. 

Jno. Paul did not marry, but his brother, William, left many 
descendants. 

From “Tidewater Virginia” by Wilstach: 

“William Paul, a Scotsman, came to Fredericksburg, Va., in 
1760. He was a merchant and had his place of business in the 
building where Geo. Washington was initiated a Mason. 

“Wm. Paul’s brother, John, came to America to visit his 
brother, William. A year after William’s death here in 1772, John 
administered his brother’s estate in Fredericksburg and remained 
two years. He received a Commission during that time in the 
American Navy. In token of friendly act of Col. Willie Jones 
of N. Car. (who became his. bondsman when he administered 
his brother’s estate) he added the name of Jones and so John 
Paul Jones—First U. S. Admiral of Navy.”

William Dean of Virginia brought his bride on horseback to 
land in Georgia, now in Clarke County six miles southeast of 
Athens, where his son, John, was born Dec. 2, 1786. It is 
thought the beginning of this homeplace was a grant for Revolu- 
tionary Services in the Virginia line. According to office of 
Georgia Secretary of State: : 

“The records of this office show that William Dean received 
a grant of 230 acres for Revolutionary services, which was lo- 
cated in Franklin County on the waters of the Oconee River. 
As a part of Franklin County was included in Jackson County 
and then later a part of Jackson was included in Clarke, out of 
which county Oconee County was created, this grant must have 
been along the Oconee River. It is marked a ‘Bounty Grant’, 
which is indicative of Revolutionary service. William Dean re- 
ceived a grant of 200 acres in 1784. The grant in Franklin 
County was dated 1785. The records show that William Dean, 
a sergeant, received a certificate of service from Col. Elijah 
Clark, dated Feb. 2, 1784.” 

William Dean and later a son, John, with his son, William H. 
Dean, developed an extensive and lucrative plantation with 
many slaves, adding in time timber and other interests. The 
home is still held by descendants.

“George Dougherty was reared in Newberry District near the 
Lexington line in South Carolina and the date of his birth from 
the best data that can be obtained was 1772. His parents were 
in moderate circumstances and his early educational advantages 
though better than those of many of his associates were far 
from being what would now be called liberal. He began life as 
a teacher, and boarding with Mr. Reamy, opened a school in 
the Fork of Saluda and Broad Rivers. In company with George 
Clark, who was in charge of Saluda Circuit in 1797, he attended 
the session of the South Caro. Conference held in Charleston, 
Jan. 1, 1798, as an applicant for admission into the traveling 
connection. He was received on trial by the Conference and 
appointed to Santee Circuit in 1799 to Oconee, and the two 
following years to Charleston. 

“From 1802-04 Geo. Dougherty was presiding elder of the 
Saluda District and the two following years of Camden District. 
While in this last District, his health declined rapidly and at 
the Conference held in Sparta, Ga., in 1807 he took a super- 
annuated relation. It was resolved, as a last resort, that Mr. 
Dougherty should try the effect of a voyage to the West 
Indies. He accordingly set out for Wilmington in N. Caro., 
whence the ship was expected to sail; and, on his arrival at 
that place, finding that the ship was likely to be detained for 
several days, he went to stay with a family who regarded it a 
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privilege to minister to his relief and comfort. Capt. Bingley 


called frequently to see him, fully intending to make the pro- 


posed voyage aboard his ship as comfortable to him as possible. 
But it soon became manifest that it would be unsafe even to 
attempt to remove him to the vessel. He spoke of death with 
sweet composure and manifested a union of love and hope while 
he said, ‘The goodness and love of God to me are great and 
marvelous as I go down the dreadful declivity of death.’ He 
died March 23, 1807, and was buried in the African Church in 
Wilmington, N, Caro, by the side of William Meredith by 
whom the church had been founded. 


“Mr. Dougherty carried with him into the S. Caro. Conf. an 
unquenchable thirst for knowledge. To learn all that could 
be learned to subserve his work as a minister of Christ was 
his practical motto, and intensely interested was he in the 
study of the Hebrew language, and successful withal. Many sup- 
posed that he shortened his days by intensity of thought and 
study. His mind, in its relation to the tabernacle which it in- 
habited, seemed like some mighty engine that makes the timbers 
of the vessel it is propelling tremble. He was far in advance 
of the period in which he lived in his estimation and advocacy 
of education, and the impulse which he gave to learning in the 
S. Caro. Conference is felt to this day. 


“There was nothing in personal appearance that indicated the 
wonderful powers of this extraordinary man. He was about six 
feet in stature but his whole appearance the personification of 
frailty. . 7 

“His intellect, however, was an orb of light upon which no 
perceptible shadow fell. His conceptions were perfectly clear 
and his language always appropriate. His memory was wonder- 
fully prompt and retentive. His discourses, though delivered 
extempore, were well established in his own mind and his words 
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seemed to flow forth as the effect of a constantly kindling in- 
spiration. His articulation was so distinct and clear as to render 
it easy for the most distant hearers in large assemblies, as were 
common at our early camp meetings, to understand perfectly 
every sentence that he uttered. His supremacy as a preacher in his 
day was never disputed. 


“The Rey. Dr. Finn of Charleston, himself one of the most 
eloquent men in the Presbyterian Church, became exhausted 
while holding alone a protracted meeting; and, as Mr. Dougherty 
was passing through the neighborhood, the Dr. accepted his help. 


“When the hour of service came, the Dr. conducted Mr. 
Dougherty to the pulpit and took his seat in a distant part of 
the church, fearing and rather expecting that his Methodist 
brother would make a grievous failure. The text he announced 
required the skill of a master workman. 


“The Dr. said that he actually turned his eyes downward to the 
floor that he might not see the form that rose up in the pulpit 
before him. The preacher, however, launched forth fearlessly into 
his great subject. 


“In fifteen minutes,’ said the Doctor, ‘I found myself 
straightened into an erect posture, but absolutely enchained by 
a burst of eloquence, a mellow blaze of rich thought as rare as 
it was overwhelming, and to this day my recollection of that dis- 
course placed George Dougherty in the very front rank of 
American preachers. He filled my ideal of an able minister of 
the New Testament.’ 


“A similar incident occurred at the General Conference in 
Baltimore in 1804. George Dougherty carried his congregation, 
as it were, by storm.” 


From ‘“‘Pioneers of Methodism in North Carolina and Virginia” 
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by Rev. M. H. Moore. Pub. Nashville, Tenn., 1884 by Southern 
Methodist Pub. House: 


“To the right and left of the main entrance to Front Street 
Church in Wilmington, N. Caro., two of the pioneers of Method- 
ism in the South sleep their last sleep. Until the close of the 
late War Between the States, a marble slab marked the resting 
place of each—one perpetuating the memory of Wm. Meredith 
and the other of George Dougherty. Side by side they had been 
buried at the old “African Chapel’ which Meredith had founded 
and which stood where the Front Street parsonage now stands, 
corner Walnut and Second Streets. Their remains were re- 
moved when the new church was built. At the close of the War 
the negroes claimed the building, and under bayonets came near 
getting control of it; and an allusion to the old ‘African Church’ 
in their epitaphs on the slabs caused their removal when the 
front steps to the church were remodelled. 


“In this city, Meredith had labored and founded the First Meth- 
odist house of worship. To it Dougherty, broken in health, had 
come to take shipping for a milder climate; and here in graves 
now unmarked save by the bricks which inclose them, their 
mortal remains await the day when Christ shall make up His 
jewels. 


“At the last Annual Conference that Geo. Dougherty attended, 
he brought forward the following resolution which was adopted: 


“If any preacher shall desert his station through fear, in time 
of sickness or danger, the Conference shall never employ that 
man again.’ Ringing down through the ages these words echo 
to us the spirit of the man who wrote them. 

“Few Methodist preachers survived the hardships of itinerant 
life for more than ten years. ‘They fell at their posts in many, 
many cases in less than three years.”

George W. Dougherty was Vice-Chancellor of Northern Dis- 
trict of Miss., 1850 to 1855—1856 to 1857.

“During the persecution in England at the time of Penn, many 
Englishmen fled to Holland and soon saw their children inter- 
marrying with the Dutch. Many Englishmen there were turn- 
ing their thoughts to America when William Penn went to 
Holland, gathered many of them together and brought them to 
America on a tract of land secured by Penn’s father from British 
king. In this way, the Goldman family came to America and 
secured land under William Penn, the deed signed by Penn. This 
old deed is owned by a Goldman descendant today. 

“At an early date, a branch of the Pa. Goldman family moved 
to Virginia, then after the Revolutionary War to Georgia land, 
where live many descendants today. A branch moved from Ga. 
to Tenn. and one to Louisiana. Of the Georgia Goldmans, twelve 
brothers were sharpshooters in World War I. That branch known 
for a hereditary peculiarity called ‘“‘a large eye” in taking aim 
as in marksmanship in shooting, excelling in sports, etc. 


“A Goldman was a Major in the Civil War, several in the 
Revolution in Virginia. 

“A Goldman characteristic is fair skin, light hair and blue eyes. 
The Pennsylvania Goldman family was the only family named 
Goldman in America known not to be Hebrew in origin and so 
continued in later generations.” (Kindly furnished by a descendant 
of the Georgia Goldman branch.)

George Washington Goldman owned a fine plantation, ‘‘Mel- 
wood”, on the Mississippi River in Tensas Parish near Water- 
proof, La. The boat landing on the river was called “Goldman”. 
In the year 1834, Geo. W. Goldman married Elizabeth Magruder 
Truman in Kentucky and brought her to his Louisiana home. 
She was born in Meade County, Ky., Feb. 3, 1814; died Feb. 10, 
1876, of pneumonia at ““Melwood”. Her two sisters also married 
plantation owners of Tensas Parish, La. Nancy Truman married 
an Elliott with no issue, and Louise Truman became the fourth 
wife of James Bowman with no issue. It is likely that the father 
of Elizabeth, Nancy, and Louise Truman was Henry Truman, as 
the will of a Henry Truman of Ky. leaves property to daughters 
of similar names. There were other Goldman-Truman inter- 
marriages, as there is record of an Elizabeth Goldman marrying a 
Truman in Ky. in early days. In an old letter, a relative, Minnie 
Truman, is to marry Mr. Yerkes Aug. 10, 1874.

14, 1778. From Va. he moved to Ga. (see Wilkes County records 
—Davidson) where he married Mary Thornton in 1793, daugh- 
ter of Wm. Thornton of Va. and Ga., a Revolutionary soldier, 
said to be the son of John Thornton. (See Thorntons).

Much of the data of Thomas Gresham, Revolutionary patriot, 
was given by Mr. William Gresham of “Mars Hill” near Florence, 
Ala., in the year 1914, when he was far advanced in years. He 
gave six brothers and two sisters of his forefather, Thomas 
Gresham: John, George, Philemon, Jarred, Ben, William, Thomas, 
Elizabeth, and Dorinda. 

A Virginia genealogist has it that the father of Thomas Gres- 
ham, in Revolution in Va. line, was William Gresham, b.

The first of the Gresham family came at an early day from 
England to Md. and Va. and said to be sons of the brothers of 
Sir Thomas Gresham of London, founder of the Royal Exchange 
and Gresham’s College. The illustrious father, Sir Richard 
Gresham, had sons John, Richard, William and Sir Thomas. The 
family was noted in England from the time of the Norman mi- 
gration with William the Conqueror and down the generations 


having careers of great usefulness and honor.

He married an Ely 
in North Carolina and by said marriage had a son, Charlton 
Hall, born in 1760, who was a native of Virginia. He married 
Sarah Rea, who was a native of North Carolina. They first 
emigrated to Georgia—thence to Green County, Tenn.—thence to 
Kentucky—thence down the Mississippi River to Baton Rouge, 
La. He then moved to Evangeline Parish, La., near Opelousas. 
He then moved to Adams County, Miss., with his family in the 
year 1817. 

Charlton Hall died in Adams County, Miss., July 8, 1824, 
buried in Ford burial ground.

John Higginbotham (1690-1760), “Gentleman”, came from 
Ireland with wife, Frances Riley, about 1735 and settled in 
Goochland County, Va., later called Albemarle and then Am- 
herst County. There were many sons, John (Capt.), Jacob, 
Benj., Caleb, James, Samuel and Aaron, most of whom were 
officers in the Rey. War. In the Va. Census of Amherst County 
in 1783 is given: Benj. Higginbotham, Benj., Jr., Jacob, Joseph, 
Samuel, Aaron, Aaron, Jr., Col. James, Capt. John, Moses, Caleb, 
and William. A son or brother of John Higginbotham I. was 
Thomas Higginbotham, who moved to Georgia in 1765 and 
received a grant of land in Wilkes County, and another in 1770, 
by Sir James Wright. In 1766, he had 10 children. Jacob Hig- 
ginbotham born in Va. 1752 and Capt. of Amherst County 
Militia in the Revolution, moved to Wilkes County, Ga., and 
reared a large family. Benj., Sr., and Benj., Jr., left wills in 
Ga. in years 1791 and 1810 respectively. Benj., Sr., born

There was a fine old Methodist Circuit Rider and preacher 
of Southwest Miss. and La., who was reared at Clinton, East 
Feliciana Parish, La., “Uncle” Johnny Brown Higginbotham. 
In 1810, while yet a boy, he came with his father from Elberton, 
Elbert County, Ga. (It is said his father was Isaac or Ira 
Higginbotham). The wife of Rev. Jno. Brown Higginbotham 
was a Carroll from Carrollton, Maryland. 

When Methodism celebrated its Founders’ Day, Rev. Jno. 
Higginbotham was extolled as founder of Gilead Methodist 
Church in La. He reared a large and highly respected family. 
A grandson, Mr. S. P. Higginbotham, recalls that the Carter 
and the Bowman families of La. were related in some way to 
the Rev. Jno. B. Higginbotham family in past years. To 
quote: “I have heard my grandfather say that the Higgin- 
botham family came to Ga. from Va. and from Ireland to Va. 
and were of Scotch-Irish descent and he corresponded with 
members of the Higginbotham family at Elberton, Ga., regu- 
larly, but I did not know their names.” 

The Higginbothams were staunch Methodists as were the 
Carters of Ga. and La. 
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HOGAN—BELCHER 


William Hogan was born in 1805 in Jackson County, Ga. 
His forebears were Irish or Scotch-Irish. It is thought that 
William was the oldest child of his parents and that his father 
was a William also. His parents lived probably within 150 
miles of Hogansville. William married his first cousin, Mary 
Elizabeth Hogan, and by her had six children. Very likely 
Wm. and Mary Hogan were married when they moved to new 
land for their plantation home in 1828, which started the town 
of Hogansville, Ga. Their first home was a log house, but 
William soon built a frame house of lumber hauled in and con- 
sisting of six rooms in a two-story plan. In 1851, he tore down 
this house and made negro quarters of the lumber, while erecting 
a large, red brick Colonial home for his family. It had ten 
rooms, two chimneys at each end of the house, four huge white 
columns in front with a small upper porch in front between 
columns. It was of three stories, had a cedar tree lined drive- 
way and well-kept gardens—the pride of the owner’s heart. 
This house burned in the 1870’s. Afterward a granddaughter, 
owner at the time, rebuilt the home but of frame construction, 
and not nearly so imposing in appearance. 

William Hogan’s brothers were John, Shadrack, and a half- 
brother, Herold or Harold, who went to California in 1849 
during the gold rush and remained there seven years. He re- 
turned to his family in Atlanta to move them to California, 
but only one daughter and his wife would go. The other 
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daughter had married a Dr. Ford; her name, Levina (Hogan) 
Ford. She had two daughters, Betty and Flutilla Ford, beau- 
tiful girls whom Rebecca Hogan Amis visited in 1868 at the 
time she went to purchase her trousseau before marrying John 
Thomas Amis. The Ford home was on Peachtree Road, Atlanta. 

William Hogan’s brother, John, married a remarkably beau- 
tiful woman and had one son, Dr. John (Jack) Hogan, who 
married Miss Stripling and had two children, a boy, John, and 
a girl, Johnnie. The daughter married and taught school in 
Athens, Ga. 

All Hogans had brown or black eyes and dark brown hair 
with very white skin. Susan Belcher, second wife of Wm. 
Hogan, whom he married in 1836, when she was 18 years old, 
had black eyes and dark hair, but her brothers, Benjamin and 
Samuel Belcher, had light hair and blue eyes, were very blond. 

After the death of Wm. Hogan, May 6, 1861, Susan Belcher 
Hogan married his brother, John Hogan. In later years she 
made her home with a son until her death in 1906 at the age 
of 88 years. 

Nothing is known of William’s brother, Shadrack (wife, 
Sally) except that his daughters were Sallie; mar., and Martha 
Hogan, m. Perdue. 

William Hogan’s sisters were Amanda and Jemima. Amanda 
married a Martin and Jemima married a Holland of Athens, Ga., 
it is thought.

Susan Belcher, born 1818, Burke County, Ga., was daughter 
of Abner Belcher and his first wife, Martha Field (or Fields) 
who lived about 150 miles from Hogansville. Abner Belcher 
was a Baptist preacher and planter. 

Abner Belcher’s wife, Martha (Fields) died and was buried 
in Mississippi, when Susannah was 6 years old. Her father soon 
returned to Georgia and married again. Susannah’s brothers 
were: Benjamin, Samuel (both married) and Columbus, un- 
married, who clerked in the Hogan stores. Her sisters were 
two, one named Lucinda. 

Belcher family was from England and record with coat-of- 
arms given Media Research Co., Washington, D. C. A Cana- 
dian descendant of one branch, now in U. S., says: ““There were 
three Belcher brothers;.one settled in Massachusetts and received 
grant of land from English King in Novia Scotia, where my 
branch of family have resided; other two brothers came south, 
names unknown.” 

The mother of William Hogan’s first wife, Mary Elizabeth 
Hogan, often visited Hogansville after her daughter’s death to see 
her grandchildren. She is well remembered by Mrs. Rebecca Hogan 
Amis, as she traveled in a very fine carriage for the times with 
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a coachman and footman and fine stepping horses. She always 
brought with her a small and exquisitely dressed granddaughter, 
Frances Hogan. The family had much wealth and she had 
given her daughter, Mary, many slaves. 


William Hogan expanded the plantation’s commissary into a 
general store and gradually this into a group of stores of all 
kinds, becoming the village of Hogansville. He worked valiantly 
at securing a Post Office and later a railroad for the town. He 
made brick from the red clay and all buildings erected were of 


red brick from his brickyard. 


A few miles from Hogansville a school was established for 
the benefit of the children of neighboring plantation owners. It 
was called Smithfield Academy and William Hogan was its 
leading organizer, trustee, and patron. It flourished with good 
teachers until the beginning of the War Between the States, 
when it was impossible to secure male teachers. One by one the 
daughters of William Hogan were sent to La Grange to a Female 
Seminary. 

In time, William Hogan became an extensive importer of 
sugar, tea, and coffee from foreign ports. Once a year he went 
to New York markets to buy goods and on one of these trips 
shortly before his death he had his photograph made. An en- 
largement of this photograph has been placed in the new city 
hall at Hogansville, Ga., as a likeness of the founder of the 
town. (The new hall was built about 1934.) 

Although Wm. Hogan was an extensive land and slave owner, 
he was as much interested in merchandising and trade as in crop- 
growing and he desired above all else to develop the town of 
Hogansville. 

His daughter, Rebecca Hogan Amis, related that her father 
was especially kind to his negroes. He spoke “quick and to the 
point,” but had a “ready wit and kind heart.” Whenever a negro 
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had been ordered whipped by the overseer, the rule was made 
that as a last resort, the slave could secure a review of his case 
before the owner, Wm. Hogan. Almost without exception 
William ordered no whipping but some lighter punishment. His 
slaves adored him, although they “‘walked lightly” whenever near © 
him. 


William Hogan was a broad-shouldered, stocky man of much 
physical strength. His hair was dark brown and his eyes black 
and of piercing intensity. He was a dynamic personality and 
had succeeded largely in his many undertakings until the time of 
his death, which was due to pneumonia brought on from his 
getting wet in the hay fields in a May shower. 


He died May 6, 1861. His estate was administered by his son- 
in-law, John Pullin, a Judge Bingham, and Judge Phillips, his 
friend, who soon resigned saying his opinion was outweighed. 
Christopher Hogan was appointed in Phillips’ place, but soon 
went into the Southern Army. When Wm. Hogan died, a friend 
of his remarked, “The estate is so large not one child of Wm. 
Hogan’s will ever have to work for his living as long as he 
lives.” 

“His widow, Susannah Belcher Hogan, was a handsome woman 
of strong character and great energy. Her greatest pleasure was 
in caring for the sick and suffering. As the wife of Wm. Hogan 
her life was closely linked with the early days of Hogansville, 
founded by her husband who for many years controlled prac- 
tically all the business interests of the place. In 1847, he secured 
a Post Office and five years later, through his persistent effort, 
the railroad ran its line through the town; these but a few of 
the benefits he left to the community.”

It is thought Shadrack, Sr., and Wm. Hogan, Sr., came to Ga. 

from N. Car. before 1800. Shadrack Hogan gave note in Mont- 
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gomery County, N. C., in 1785 (with his receipts). In 1799, 
Shadrack dec’d. in Ga—Wm. Hogan of Lincoln County ap. 
admin. in 1802; petitions to sell 200A. on Clark’s Creek, property 
of dec’d. See “Early Records of Ga.” by Mrs. Grace Davidson, 
Pub. 1933—2 vols.

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“My Mother Is Gone” 


Two lovely letters from my mother since Christmas in a 
smooth, even hand as if they were written when she was a girl. 
At the ripe age of ninety-three years, at eight o’clock, December 
31st, 1939, she slipped quietly away, a heart that failed her 
just as the dim outline of a new year was approaching. 

The message over the wire was as stunning as if it had come 
in years long past and gone. It was her perennial youth that 
brought her so near the century line. 


It is never intended that we should welcome death. It is 
life that God is interested in and is never a partner in death. If 
it were possible for Him to keep well tenanted the many mansions 
He is constantly building on the great estate He has set aside, and 
so beautifully planned, in the other world, I am sure He would 
settle the old score with death and let us live on and come to 
walk with us as He did with Enoch—“He walked with God and 
was not for God took him”. But He prefers to separate us early 
from what is here so that we may quickly pass on. 

My Mother was a really remarkable woman. Few live to rise 
to her heights. Her father established the city of Hogans- 
ville, Georgia, over one hundred years ago. She was born in the 
old Hogan mansion, a historic house for decades. She never knew 
what it was to cook a meal, mend her clothes or even dress her- 
self until after she became a mother. Faint memories of an old 
tradition still linger that daughters should not labor. That is a 
part of the old South—now gone with he wind. Each female 
child had her own attendant. They knew their good old and 
faithful black Mammie better than they knew their own mothers. 
And they loved Mammie and how tenderly Mammie loved them! 

My Mother was a gifted woman. The Reconstruction wrested 
from the family its fortunes. The carpet baggers had such a dif- 
ficult time to rob and loot the estate that they finally burned 
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the court house to get rid of all records. My own father, a proud, 
haughty Southern gentleman, seeing the struggle difficult fell 
easily a prey to sickness and in a few days passed on, a young 
man, leaving my Mother a widow (for fifty-one years) with 
eight children to rear. How she bravely grappled with the prob- 
lem forms in itself an epic of motherhood. Such faith and 
patience and endurance are rarely seen. Her letters to her chil- 
dren were gems of letter writing. When she could not express 
her thoughts in prose, she broke into rhyme and poured out her 
heart in praise for all the goodness and kindly providence of God. 
She always closed her letters ‘“God be with you till we meet again”. 
She apparently was as well acquainted with the other world as 
she was with this one and liked it a great deal better, although 
nowhere did she repine nor complain. 

It is a blessing of surpassing beauty and value that one should 
have his mother live while he lives and when the light goes out, 
it is not exactly the same world again.

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OLIPHINT—ALSTON 


John William Oliphint, born in Miss. ca 1818, died near. 
Huntsville, Texas, when 65 years old, in year 1883. His fore- 
fathers came from Scotland to Miss. and he spoke with a Scotch 
accent. From Miss. he moved to La., and then to the town of 
“Cincinnati”, four miles from Huntsville, Texas, where he 
owned much land. His wife was Elizabeth Linfoot, born in 
England in 1817 and who with her brother and mother emigrated 
to America to Montreal, Canada. When she was fourteen years 
old, she married a Mercer in Canada and started to the United 
States in a sailing vessel en route to Galveston, Texas. When 
near that port, a severe storm blew the vessel to the coast near 
Yucatan. Women on board took off some of their garments 
to caulk seams in the sinking vessel and passengers threw their 
trunks and other luggage overboard to lighten the load. Eliza- 
beth saved a sampler she had labored upon in the year 1829 when 
she was twelve years old. This sampler, with salt water spots 
upon it, is owned by descendants of Elizabeth Linfott. 


The vessel in distress was saved, but its passengers were 
stranded with only one way to proceed to their destination, by 
foot. Slowly with much hardship the party finally reached 
Brownsville, Texas, after Mexicans had given them sheepskins to 
prevent their flesh being cut by the tall sharp grass which had 
made ribbons of their clothing. From Brownsville, the group 
reached Galveston, and eventually, many of them to the town of 
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Cincinnati, Texas, including Elizabeth Linfoot, whose second 
husband became John William Oliphint. Their son was 


William Alexander Oliphint, born ca 1844, died 1885, born 
_ five miles west of Huntsville, Texas, buried Huntsville; Wm. A. 
Oliphint married Mary Elizabeth Alston, who was born in Ala., 
Feb., 1851, was 64 years old when died in 1915 in Huntsville, 
Texas. Her family moved to Leon County, Texas, then to 
Walker County on a large plantation near Cincinnati. Her 
father was Duncan D. Alston from Ala., probably born in N. or 
S. Carolina, whose wife was Susan Yates born in Eerie, Green 
County, Ala. 


Wm. A. Oliphint and wife, Mary Elizabeth (Alston) bie. 
were parents of Clarence Duncan Oliphint, born April 11, 1870, 
at Huntsville, Texas, died June 26, 1938. C. D. Oliphint, after 
college, developed a prosperous lumber mill at Oliphint Station 
(later Elmina) and after selling interests there, became associated 
with the Kirby Lumber Co.; res. Houston, Texas, after the year 
1901. 

William Alexander Oliphint was a partner in the firm “Gary 
and Oliphint”, Galveston, Texas, millionaire cotton brokers be- 
fore the year 1885, at the time largest cotton brokers in the 
South. 

A tradition existed in the Alston family that they were related 
to Theodosia Burr, only daughter of Aaron Burr. 

Clarence D. Oliphint married Tannie Lee Bowman in the 
autumn of 1899, Brenham, Texas. (For issue, see Bowman.) 

Sister of C. D. Oliphint, Maedell, died while in college. 

Brother of C. D. Oliphint was Tom Oliphint, who mar. and 
had a son, Bruce, and daughters. A sister of Mrs. Mary E. 
(Alston) Oliphint was Mrs. Della Eastham, Huntsville, Texas.

William Thornton is named frequently in early records of 
Georgia. He is listed under Certificates of Service in the Revo.: 


William Thornton, Cert. of Elijah Clarke, Col., Feb. 2, 1784; 
2nd Cert. of E. Clarke, May 17, 1784. Wm. Thornton prays 
for bounties in Franklin Co. (Rec’d. 287% A. in Wash. Co., 
Dec. 29, 1784. Rec’d. 28714 A. Franklin Co., April 12, 1785). 


Samuel and Solomon Thornton also received Certs. of. E. 
Clarke, Col., on April 20, 1784, and Feb. 2, 1784, respectively. 
It is believed that these two were the brothers of William Thorn- 
ton above. They asked for land in Washington County, which was 
granted. 


William Thornton died before the year 1800, as according to 
record, an inventory of his estate was dated Feb. 1800, saying: 
“Original Inventory returned to Register, slaves born, etc. 
Agreement of legatees to divide the estate Dec. 28, 1809. Signed: 
John Hammock, Sr.; Thos. Lasley; Benj. Gresham; Solomon 
Thornton; John Thornton, Jr.; William Thornton, Jr.; Geo. 
Gresham for self and for brother, Thomas Gresham.” 

John Hammock, Thos. and Benj. Gresham, Solomon Thorn- 
ton, Geo. Gresham and Thos. Lasley made a deed to John and 
Wm. Thornton to home plantation, tenants in common, except 
Thomas Gresham who is without the limits of the state and is 
given 12 mos. to sign. All make titles to Solomon Thornton to the 
tract whereon Geo. Gresham resided, all to receive a certain 
amount in cash in 12 and 24 months. 
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Solomon Thornton to Robt. Hill of Stokes County, No. Caro. 
as executor of William Thornton, dec’d. of Wilkes County, Ga., 
1796.

They moved from Ga. to 
Maury County, Tenn., and from there to Lauderdale County, 
Ala., near Florence (Mars Hill). Mary Thornton born 1773, 
died 1823; Thomas Gresham born 1761 in Va., died 1816; both 
in Ala. Thomas Gresham served in the Revolutionary War as 
private in Capt. Robt. Powell’s Co., 3rd Va. Reg’t., commanded 
by Col. Thos. Marshall and Lieut. Col. Heth. He enlisted in 
1776 and was discharged Feb. 14, 1778. (For issue, see Gresham. ) 

It would appear that three Gresham brothers, Benj., Geo., and 
Thomas, married three daughters of William Thornton. From 
Wilkes County, Ga., records, Wm. Thornton’s wife was Sarah or 
Sally. Records show Wm. Thornton owned much land in Georgia 
after settling there. 
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WRIGHT 


James Wright was born in Ireland about 1817 and his people 
were Ulstermen. He came, when about seven years old, with 
his father and older brother to Erie, Penn. 

When a young man he came south to Alabama, and with 
James A. Johnson Bros. operated an iron foundry and machine 
shop near Florence, Ala., called Mountain Mills. In 1846, James 
Wright purchased the business, and with his brother-in-law, 
Wm. T. Rice, set up a flourishing factory. The firm of Wright 
and Rice grew to be the largest and most extensive works of 
the kind in the South. When the Confederacy needed army sup- 
plies, Mr. Wright turned his attention to the manufacture of 
ordnance supplies and tools for the Confederacy and built lathes, 
planers, drills, etc., to equip other shops to supply the needs 
of the South. 

Mr. Wright was prominent in the affairs of his community, 
was an Odd Fellow, a 33° Mason, Knight Templar, being a mem- 
ber of Tuscumbia, Ala.,. Commandery. He sold his interests in 
Alabama (to Gresham relatives) and moved to Jackson, Tenn., 
in the spring of 1878, where he founded the Jackson Foundry and 
Iron Works. Later he became head of the Jackson Oil Mills, 
which in time was part of American Cotton Oil Co. He died 
July 9, 1899, at the age of 82 years. Buried Jackson, Tenn. (From 
newspaper clipping, 1899.)

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James Wright was an ardent Southerner. After the close of 
the War Between the States, his father (who had bought much 
land near Erie, Penn., and prospered) sent for him. The older 
son had been in the Union Army and the father was irate at 
James’ having espoused the cause of the South. 


On the train nearing Erie, James became involved in an 
argument with a fellow passenger, and, when a stop was made, 
both got off and fought the war again. James gave his op- 
ponent a black eye. Then, taking himself to a hotel to erase 
signs of battle, he ordered a hack and proceeded to his father’s 
house. The meeting there proved highly dramatic, for James 
found his late opponent had preceded him and was present— 
his father’s legal adviser and friend. James had gained a battle 
but most certainly had lost a cause. He never saw his father 
again and was ignored in the old man’s property settlement 
soon thereafter. 


James Wright was a strict parent but just and lovable, with 
his crisp speech and keen Irish wit. He adored his son, Robert, 
who was but two years old when his mother died, and the father 
was respected and deeply loved in return. ‘Only one thing de- 
serves a whipping” was the parental rule of James, “That is a 
lie”. Once only did he thus punish young Robert and it nearly 
broke the heart of each; of Robert, that his father would doubt 
his word; of James, because of the first lie, as he believed it. 
But the mistake was soon discovered and a deep lesson was learned 
by each of them. 


James Wright was a very handsome man even in his later years, 
when visits exchanged between Tenn. and Texas are well remem- 
bered by the daughters of Robert Wright. James was tall and 
well-set, with a fine head covered with soft, short black curls, 
and his eyes were keen and a very deep blue. His manners were 
courtly. His grandchildren found he was easily cajoled into 
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thrilling tales of the War, loved games, jokes, and had a zest for 
adventures dear to the hearts of children. 


The same could equally be said of the son, Robert, whose 
handsome appearance with a charm and polish of manner, ready 
wit and lively imagination, made him an interesting personality 
to any age. | 


Both father and son were decidedly individual and colorful. 
Life was full of zest for each of them. 

Robert’s love of study and of good literature often held him 
into the small hours of night. He had memorized many of 
Shakespeare’s plays, and he would travel far to see a performance 
if interpreted by some noted actor. He loved travel and often 
remarked that he would willingly slave for nine months of the 
year to gain freedom to travel for three. 

Robert Wright established two highly successful jewelry stores 
and later was engaged in locating a new site when stricken with 
pneumonia and death in a strange hospital at the age of forty- 
three years, adding one day. Bur. Hillsboro, Texas. 


The wife of Robert N. Wright, Mary Louise (Bowman) 
Wright was the youngest child of Matthew Bowman and Mary 
Elizabeth (Goldman) Bowman. A _ brother, Charles, sister, 
Elizabeth, and mother, died within a short space of time leaving 
a desolate husband with a two-year old baby. The child was 
taken to the plantation home of her Grandmother Goldman and 
a black mammy was assigned to her. This black nurse was re- 
sponsible for her care day and night, sleeping near her. 

The child became devoted to this loving and faithful mammy; 
the rather majestic grandmother inspiring respectful awe rather 
than great affection. The grandmother had become a very busy 
and efficient person with the affairs of a large plantation devolving 
upon her after the death of her husband, George W. Goldman. 

When the child was eight years old, 1873, Matthew James Bow- 
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man, the father, sent for her. She rejoined him in Belton, Texas, 
where he had arrived two years previously with his brother, 
C. I. Bowman, and sister, Mrs. Amanda Hall, and her children. 
Relatives with the little girl came by boat from Goldman, 
Tensas Parish, La., down the Mississippi River to New Orleans 
and thence by steamer to Galveston, Texas, then by rail to Waco, 
the railroad terminus. The journey from Waco to Belton was 
made by stagecoach. 


In Belton, Mrs. Amanda Hall supervised the rearing of the 
child and inculcated in large measure her own sweetness of spirit 
and sureness of values in life. Private teachers, a Young Ladies 
Seminary, and an excellent Conservatory of Music contributed 
further to the education of a girl already known for her beauty, 
charm, and social poise. 


In 1884, Mary Louise Bowman became the wife of Robert N. 
Wright. Many years later their daughters were told repeatedly 
of the outstanding beauty and grace of this young couple, of 
their intelligence, talent, and social popularity, and of the great 
future foretold for them. 

How happily for each that that future could not then reveal 
the great tragedy ahead for them—of that last hour when the 
husband lay dying with pneumonia in a hospital far from home. 
Begging piteously for his adored wife, as he tossed in delirium, 
he never knew that she had made the long journey to him, that 
she held his hands and gazed into his face with yearning, tear- 
dimmed eyes as he slipped away from her forever. 

In the year 1909, Mrs. Mary Louise Wright moved to Fort 
Worth, Texas, where she resided with her daughters, Kathleen 
Wright Amis (Mrs. W. H.) and Elizabeth Wright Tarlton 
(Mrs. John). 7 

In 1911, Mrs. Wright became President of the Fort Worth 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, resigning in 1918; mem. Texas 
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State Fed. Board 1918-1928; mem. Advisory Board of Texas 
Woman’s College, Fort Worth; on War Council Board during 
World War I; one of Chairmen for State of Texas Woodrow 
Wilson Memorial Fund; a founder and director of Fort Worth 
Baby Hospital; life member Fort Worth Woman’s Club; and 
organizer of various social and civic agencies and clubs 1909- 
1939. 

“The blessed influence of one true-loving human soul upon 
another”, in the words of George Eliot, is an apt description of 
the beautiful life of Mrs. Mary Louise Wright. 


Mrs. John Tarlton (Elizabeth Wright) known for her beauty, 
charm, and quick intelligence, after 1909 became active in social, 
church, and literary circles in Ft. Worth, Texas. Teacher, 20 
years in Sunday School, First M. E. Church; member of Educa- 
tional Board for 10 years; member of Woman’s Club, Sorosis 
Club, Campfire Board, Round Table Luncheon Club; member of 
Rivercrest Country Club and Assembly Club.
